Wa believe with him that the mere 
act of fighting a duel is nn iiidic.iuoD of 
courage, and that arooDg ptofessed duellists 
(a class of men, to our credit, not known 
hare) there is not one. who did not, in his 
first trial, tremble at least as much u Ro¬ 
bert Bailey.—LVirontcfo.

great relief, he banded me his hand slid 
fsinteJ from loss of blood.

It it my intention, if the weather continues 
to be cool, to send a couple of Merino Kama 
to the approa liing Calile Show uf tlie Mary¬ 
land Agricultural Society, and in compliance 
with one oC ita rules. 1 now give you an ac¬ 
count of their pedigree, and of llie manner 
in whicli lliey li >ve been led and reared. 

They were both bred at tliiii place and are 
yet owned by me. 

In the year 18tt, I imported myself iortie 
Meriiioa and purchased from the importation 
of others, a few selected from each as they 
were landed, and ilius formed a small 
made up of ihe Haillar, Infaiitado, liiiadatoiipe, 
V'iadillo, and .Mpntarco.lieep, known to be 
r.mnng .lie bes' fine woollcd flocks in Spain. 

Tina slock 1 Have ever since kept here un¬ 
der my own eye, and so preserved a little 
colony of pure Spaniali blood (ai my inaular 
sitiialion convenieiuly enabled me to d..) un- 
contaminated by any other mixture.—sending 
out from ii lo my other firms, the stock ram«, 
and dvafiing Irom it every j'ear for crussingat 
these any excesses of the number limited by 
t'lis small farm—retaining always for '.lie 
breeding stork the individuals found to have 
the fiiieal and closest wool. As long as the 
imported slieep lived, I was in the lialiil of so 
marking their intermediate decendaiitsas that 
the inlermixtures of the Spanish flocks I have 
mentioned, could be at once ascertained in 
each case—thus llie older ram now to be sent, 
is known to be from a' Giidaloupe ewe by a 
Paular rami the younger is of deeper com¬ 
pound, not now to be tracrfil. 

As lo the manner of rearing and feeding, 
my practice of late years has been co feed less 
plentifully than heretofore not only because 
It ia more ecniiomlcal, but because I am 
satisfied from attentive observation, that al¬ 
though high feeding gives heavier coaii, it 
produces coarser wool. I prefer now for 
Merinos, short pastures in summer, and give 
them but little grain in winter) believing that 
to keep them uniformly in good heart 
throughout the year, and at no time very fat, 
ia the way to obtain fleeces of the aofiest 
deacription, aa well as ot the finest fi¬ 
bre. 

For the lambs, however, intended for stock 
rams, I make somewhat a better provision 
during the first fall and winter. I have them 
put immediately aAer Weaning, in company 
with a tamed bell-weather, on good grass 
loti, where they get abundance at all times, 
except when the ground is covered witli 
snow, and during the hard weather, give them

Thia 
insirumeni seems to combine all the ad¬ 
vantages of cheapness, efficiency and eiin- 
pfiuity, doing a greater quantity of work 
ID proportion to the original cost, than 
either of fho others, without the same li^ 
bilityof being put out of order, with thii 
additional advantage, that it may be con¬ 
structed and kept in a state for service, by 
the moat ordinary workman, and ii well 
adapted to the cutting of all kinds of long 
food for stock.
